A novelty arrived yesterday morning at 
Cummutpaw, in the — of a palace stock - 
car, with eighteen cattle, from Cuicago. Each 
apimal occupied a separate stall, at the head 
of which was a box supplied with food and 
water, 


breathing lady. Alarmed 
at her and labored res pi- 
ration, the relative procured a light, and to 
der horror discovered that the grief-stricken 
woman, ſutent upon self-destruction, had lu- 
haleda large quantisy of chloroform, and was 
rapidig sinking.

Av account of the affair, suppressing, of course, 
the names, was given at the time, and it was 
stated that it was feared that the lady would 
embrace the first opportunity to take her own 
life. The fear was to be realized but too soon, 

Last night she retired as usual, but about a 
quarter to one this morning the lady of the house 
heard her call out for a class of milk. She went 
in to tee what might be the matter, and 
found Mrs. Wicks in a strong convul- 
sion on the bed, and with an empty 
paper marked strychnine lying beside her. She 
died within a few minutes, despite the efforts 
mace to save her. Near her were found five 
letters, three of which we pubdli-h be- 
low, and the other two being of a 
private bdature, and containing directions—that 
she stould be buried by the side of her husband, 
and that but one carriage should follow her re- 
maios tothe grave. These two last leiters had 
October the in as a date, but apparently 
afterward scraiched oust and November 
the Sth substituted in their place. 

These were probably written before one of her 
previous attempts upon her own life, and bore 
the mark of some preparation, belng written 
carefully in ink. while the last two were 
évidently written under the influence of 
Strong agitation, and ia pencil, but 
bearing no date. She had some aifficuliy with 
her relatives, it seems, and, for some reason, had 
destroyed her marriage certificate. She left an 
order for the sale of her goods as part payment 
of ber board. Dr. Thomas J. Griffiths, surgeon, 
in charge of the United States Marine Hospital, 
has been called on before to attend upon the un- 
fortunate lady, and had endeavored to impress 
upon ber the foily and enormity of ber inten- 
tion. He was summoned last night, onty to find 
her dead. Below are the notes of Mrs. Wicks» 
found in her room:

Coal on the Lower Ohio. 

Nearly twenty years ago we were told 
by one of the most sagacious iron manu- 
facturers of the country that the two most

Recently it has been ascertained that this 
coal seam is, with slight disturbances, con- 
tinuous to the Ohio, near Troy, and there 
is every indication that it will be found 
in its proper place, and of its full thickness, 
in thecounties of Hancock and Ohio,in Ken- 
tucky. For several weeks past (so triends 
in that section write us) gentlemen from 
Cincmnati, Pittsburg, Chicago and Phila- 
delphia, with a corps of geologists, engi- 
neers and agents, have been exploring this 
line ot coal in the counties ot Martin, Du- 
bois, Spencer and Perry, Indiana, and, as 
1s said, have obtained very favorable leases 
of the coal under some hundred thousands 
of acres in thia district, and have pur- 
chased two or more farms near Troy. 
They are vwery quiet and keep their 
own counsel,but our friends infer that they 
mean business,” and that a railroad will 
soon be in progress connecting the railroads 
of the Northeast with those of the South- 
west and the lakes with the gulf. The 
purest coal, iron ore of excellent quality, 
with limestone for a flux and the best free- 
stone for building purposes, and also the 
fire-clays, are almost always found on the 
margin of our extensive coal-fields. This 
margin is nearly continuous in a direct 
line from Chicago to Mobile. Thousands 
of eligible sites for the manutacture of 
iron, &c., where there is a full 
supply of those materials can and before 
long will be found on this line. The rail- 
road would thus be sure of a large loca} 
business, and would connect, by the short- 
est route, sections of different and ex- 
changeable products and commodities. 

We also hear that a coal stratum of 
remarkable purity has been discovered a 
few miles above Hawesville; that a rail- 
road two milesin length is now nearly 
constructed connecting it with the Ohio; 
and that one of Surra & PortTER’s small 
locomotives will be running over it in the 
course of a few weeks. 

Doubtless this stratum and also the 
“block” coal will be found on the line of 
the Elizabethtown and Paducah railroad. 
The establishment of extensive iron 
works on this road would soon return to 
this city all the money we have expended 
in its construction.

The Coming War. 

The attitude of Russia ie causing mach 
alarm in England, and the opinion prevails 
that war wil) be inevitable if Russia dees not 
withdraw her demands. The latter, how 
ever, ts improbable. Russia has waited long 
and patiently for an auspicious moment, and 
now, having found it, she will bardly allow 
it to pass unimproved. Of all the 
powers England ie most interested in keep- 
ing Turkey's head above water. Prussia is 
said to be already an ally of the Czar on the 
Eastern question, while Austria is as sullen 
and reticent and as mercenary as she ig de- 
crepit. France and perhaps Italy may be 
ecunted with England, and, with Europe 
thus districied and arreyed a war does not, 
seem to be very distant or very improbable. 


The Reconstruction of Tennessee. 

Tue information which our Washington cor- 
respondent sends us concerning the medi- 
tated reconstruction of Tennessee, has a tone in 
it familiar enongh to be pleasing, but for the 
reminiscences and suggestions which it calis 
up out of the dismal past and throws across 
the brightening pathway of the preseht and 
the future. We donot regard the subject 
very seriously, however, asa probable con- 
sequerce of the defeat of Stokes, Prosser and 
Jerusalem Smith.

Last nis ht at 6 o’clock, as car No. 45 of the Lau- 
i-ville City Railway, driver by Thos. Sale, was 
tarning the corner entering on Front street, 18 
Portiand, from Commercial street, a negro man, 
who had been standing on the platform, got off, 
and, being romewhat tntoxicated, fell with his 
head under the car, between the fore and rear 
trucks, one of the hind wheels passing over bis 
head, crushing in his skull and producing in- 
stant death.
